Gambling man 

Detroit councilman speaks to group

Detroit City Councilman Gil 
Hill, who admitted he has 
voted three times against De- 
troit casino gambling refer- 
enda in the past, told the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce members last week 
that he now favors approval of 
the current city gambling 
issues. 

Hill, who also is starring in 
the current Hollywood film 
“ Beverly Hills Cop III ”, said op- 
ponents of Detroit casino gam- 
bling “actually told a lot of 
lies” in the last referendum is- 
sue and “didn’t paint a fair pic- 
ture of the city.” 

He also claimed, “Those 
against casino gambling vote 
no on everything.” The color- 
ful and sometimes controver- 
sial councilman claimed more 
than 200,000 Detroit voters 
were queried in a recent sur- 
vey and “62 percent state they 
favor adding casino gambling 
to Detroit’s Greektown area.” 

“The anti-casino people are 
the same people who are say- 
ing we shouldn’t help (Detroit 
Tiger owner) Mike Ilitch, who 
is trying to erect a new sta- 
dium in Detroit,” Hill said. 

“In reality the City of De- 
troit owns Tiger Stadium and if 
it renovated, the city will have 
to pay for it,” he said. 

On the issue of a possible 
broken contract with the city if 
the Tigers seek a new stadium, 
Hill said three precedents are 
already on the books in profes- 
sional football--as he cited the 


past moves made by the (Oak- 
larld-Los Angeles} Ttaiders, (St. 
Louis-Phoenix) Cardinals and 
(Baltimore- Indianapolis) 
Colts. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and Community De- 
velopment Director Jane 
Downing both have announced 
their support for having ca- 
sinos ultimately located in Ro- 
mulus. Both Detroit and Ro- 
mulus would need Lansing 
approval before such casinos 
could open in either city. 

Hill pointed to the initial 
success of Windsor, Canada ca- 
sinos as one of the reasons that 
Detroit should enter the ca- 
sino market. 

The Detroit councilman 
also said, “We need a gambling 
site in Greektown that doesn’t 
suck all the life out of the com- 
munity it serves, like in Atlan- 
tic City. 

“Ours would be a free- 
standing gambling site that 
would encourage visitors to 
use the rest of the city, includ- 
ing recreational areas, hotels 
and shopping areas,” Hill 
added. 

He reminded Romulus 
chamber members, however, 
that the Aug. 2 vote is strictly 
advisory and that the final de- 
cision still rests with Michigan 
Gov. John Engler. 

“We are asking such a heavy 


casino mandate,” Hill said, 
“that Engler will sign such a 
casino okay, even if Detroit 
Mayor Dennis Archer remains 
opposed to it.” 

Hill cited such statistics as, 
“130,000 Detroit residents do 
pot have jobs and Cobo Hall 
was only rentea for 34 days last 
year” as some of the reasons 
that casino gambling is needed 
in Detroit. 

“We can’t snub our noses at 
anything that will pay taxes,” 
Hill said. “I’d love to see ca- 
sino gambling in Greektown,” 
he continued. 

If you find people in Detroit 
who are against casino gam- 
bling, Hill said, ask them what 
they would offer in its place 
for extra city revenue. 

Hill praised Ilitch as a great 
corporate leader with vision. 
He is “not a carpet bagger,” as 
some try to brand him. “One 
day he may leave Detroit and 
move either to Romulus or 
even Florida (where a stadium 
already exists for his use),” 
Hill said. 

When the crime issue was 
discussed, Hill said, what we 
need today “are people like 
my mom to raise our kids. 
When she raised us as a single 
parent back in Birmingham, 
Ala., she didn’t allow our tem- 
per to flare.” 


Citizen feud is growing

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The growing feud between 
R.P. Lilly, a spokesperson for 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
and Charles E. Griffiths III, a 
local city critic, escalated this 
week. 

The pair initially became 
embroiled in verbal confronta- 
tions regarding the planned 
$6.1 million liquid injection 
well in Romulus, with Lilly 
strongly opposed to the well 
and Griffiths favoring it 

Recently, Griffiths filed a 
complaint with the Romulus 
Police Department claiming 
that Lilly’s wife assaulted him 
outside the temporary City 
Hall chambers. 

Lilly on Monday night told 
the City Council that, “Mr. 
Griffiths, alias Mr. Ray is trying 
to smear my wife.” 


Griffiths in turn has written 
to Lilly stating, “It has come to 
my attention that you are pub- 
licly accusing me of using an 
alias. This is a total and abso- 
lute malicious fabrication. 

“An alias is a second, or 
subsequent name, used con- 
currently with one’s primary 
name. I have never used the 
names ‘Ray’ and ‘Griffiths’ con- 
currently, therefore, I have not 
used an alias as you emphat- 
ically state." 

Griffiths explained that he 
changed his name from Ray in 
1991 to that of his maternal 
grandparents, whom he has 
lived with most of his life. 

“I demand you cease and 
desist labeling my legal and 
valid name change as an alias. 
These malicious and untrue 
statements must stop or I will 
seek substantial monetary 
damages,” Griffiths concluded. 


School district to sue 
state to retain funds

The Romulus Community 
School District announced 
Monday night it is seeking help 
from the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union (ACLU) in the bat- 
tle against alleged State of 
Michigan “discrimination” 
against local “at risk” students 
and their families. 

The school trustees heard 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
William Bedell as he outlined 
a letter he has sent to the 
ACLU seeking legal help for 
local students, who he claims 
are being discriminated 
against in a proposed state aid 
bill that includes an addi- 
tional $230 million for “poor 
children who are underachiev- 
ing.” 

Joel Carr, assistant superin- 
tendent, told the board mem- 
bers, “The state budget item 
was increased tenfold, but Ro- 
mulus ‘at risk’ students will 
not receive a penny. Large dis- 
tricts, such as Detroit, will be 
the big winners in the pro- 
posed bill.” 

In his June 17 letter to the 
ACLU, Bedell called the bill 
“unfair and illegal, because 
Romulus has a large concen- 
tration of ‘at risk’ children and 
yet they are being denied ac- 
cess to a substantial amount of 
funding included in the pro- 
posed state aid bill.” 

Bedell included with his let- 
ter a chart that details the nu- 
mber of free and reduced 
price lunches which total 30.9

percent in the Romulus School 
District. 

In the chart, the district 
schools and the number of free 
lunches served this past year 
are: Barth, 96; Cory, 147; Hale- 
creek. 147; Merriman, 157; 
Wick, 211; Middle School, 152 
and Senior High, 110. 

That includes 1,020 free lun- 
ches (and 190 discounted lun- 
ches) for the 3,923 district 
students. 

Bedell’s letter continued, 
“The new finance system intro- 
duced by the State has de- 
stroyed all of the advantages of 
having a large tax base. 

“We have been grand- 
fathered and hold harmless at 
an expenditure per pupil of 
$6,750. The expenditure gap 
will close (over a period of 
time), because we will be 
forced to make program reduc- 


tions and hold the line in con- 
tract negotiations,” Bedell 
wrote. 

“To deny our ‘at risk’ chil- 
dren access to additional 
funds in 1994-95, because we 
used to be wealthy is unfair,” 
Bedell’s message went on. 

In stressing the discrimina- 
tion part of the matter. Bedell 
said, “This legislation actually 
provides discrimination not 
only against all poor children 
in formerly out-of-formula 
school districts, but it hurts a 
large concentration of African- 
American children as well.” 

Bedell also listed six school 
districts in Wayne County that 
will not receive reimburse- 
ment for their ‘at risk’ pupils, 
including Romulus and River 
Rouge, which have “substan- 
tial minority populations, 42 
percent and 38 percent respec- 
tively.” 

In his summary, Bedell 
wrote: “We can count on prac- 
tically a zero growth in reve- 
nues. So we will be unable to 
make up the funds denied our 
‘at risk’ children without vio- 
lating collective bargaining 
agreements or making massive 

general education cuts.” 

Bedell added a special note 
to his ACLU letter stating that 
in the early 80s the Romulus 
School District and 20 other 
Michigan districts sued the 
State of Michigan regarding 
the state aid formula. 

First the Supreme Court at 
that time refused to hear the 
Romulus plus 20 other dis- 
tricts’ case. 


Water, sewer rates approved

Despite an initial protest 
from Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry, the Romulus City 
Council members approved a 
13.4 percent hike in the city 
water and sewer rates. 

The new rates per 1,000 cu- 
bic feet are: residential sewer, 
$12.12; non-residential sewer. 
$12.44 and all water, $9.10. 

Raspberry had asked that 
the rates be rejected as un- 
needed and excessive, but his 
motion was defeated 5-1. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron then offered a mo- 
tion that would “receive and 
file” the rate request, that 
would in effect approve them 
unless two-thirds of the coun- 
cil members rejected them 
within the next 10 days. The 
water and sewer ordinance 
states that the annual hikes

will automatically go into ef- 
fect unless rejected by the 
council. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington asked Mayor Beverly 
McAnally before the vote on 
either motion, “Are these in- 
creases needed?” 

McAnally responded, “Yes, 
or the city’s general fund will 
end up subsidizing large water 
and sewer users such as GM 
Powertrain or Metro Airport.” 

McAnally then stated that 
the new combined water and 
sewer rate will be $21.22, com- 
pared to higher rates in Plym- 
outh, $29.99; Garden City, 


$26.26; Canton Township, 
$23.79; Wayne, $23.63; Inkster, 
$23.00; Westland, $21.69 and 
Plymouth Township, 21.77. 

In an unrelated item, City 
Council members also fol- 
lowed McAnally’s recommen- 
dation and approved a 
proclamation designating 1994 
as the Michigan International 
Year of the Family in Ro- 
mulus. 

McAnally said that Lt. Gov. 
Connie Binsfeld is the chair- 
person of the statewide effort 
and Trudy DunCombe Archer 
(wife of Detroit Mayor Dennis 
Archer) and Michelle Engler 
(wife of Gov. John Engler) are 
co- chairpersons. 

The council members also 
designated Mayor pro tern 
Mary Ann Banks as the city 
representative to the effort 
that will include numerous 
pro- family activities through- 
out the rest of the year. 


Man wounds couple, takes own life

A former Wayne-Westland 
School District employee 
killed himself after shooting 
his ex-girlfriend and her new 
boyfriend with a .357 Magnum 
outside the woman’s Westland 
home on the 8200 block of Gray 
Street early Saturday morning. 

John Gehrke. a 39-year-old 
Garden City resident, was 
found dead from a self- 
inflicted wound to the head 
with the same gun he used to 
shoot the victims, W'estland po- 
lice SgL Marc Stobbe said. 

The shooting occurred at 
approximately 4:08 a.m. when 
Annette Burke, a 31-year-old 


Westland resident and Paul 
Riopelle, a 38-year-old West- 
land resident, returned to 
Burke’s home after an evening 
out, Stobbe said. 

“She was with her new boy- 
friend in the backyard when 
he (Gehrke) showed up with a 
handgun. She was shot in the 
stomach and right arm and so 
was he (Riopelle),” Stobbe 
said. 

Gehrke then allegedly fled 
on foot and police began 
searching for the gunman, un- 
til they received a call from a 
Gray Street resident at 1 p.m.. 
notifying them that a body was 
at the end of the street, accord- 
ing to Stobbe. 

The couple remains in sta- 


ble condition at an undis- 
closed hospital. 

Burke had broken off her 
relationship with Gehrke five 
years ago, Stobbe said, but the 
man continued to follow her 
around and show up at her 
home. 

“She made an assault and 
battery report in 1992. He beat 
her up and was prosecuted," 
Stobbe said. 

According to a former 
school district official, Gehrke 
made several threatening re- 
marks during his employment 
with the district about other 
employees and superiors. 

■ He had threatened other 
women and beat some women 
up," the former official said. 
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2 dogs shot 

Owner claims pets were gentle

When Joe Sixbey learned 
that his 6-year-old Rottweiler 
and had been shot by a Sump- 
ter Police officer, he felt as if 
he had lost his best friend, 

“There will never be an- 
other one like her. If she had a 
mean bone in her body, I’d say 
she got what she deserved, but 
she was good-natured and gen- 
tle,” Sixbey said. “ I can’t imag- 
ine why anyone would shoot 
her and her 5-month-old pup. 
She was the kind of dog people 
dream of having.” 

On June 20, Sumpter Towns- 
hip police officers responded 
to a call from a 46-year-old wo- 
man who said two dogs had 
chased her out of her field and 
she had to climb fences to get 
away. 

According to the police re- 
port, the officers and the com- 
plainant searched and found 
the dogs which came out of the 
bushes toward two police offi- 
cers. 

“Dogs were shot in the 
field,” the police report stated, 
noting that the complainant of- 
fered to dispose of them. 

She told officers that she 
had shot into the air before the 
officers arrived and the dogs 
did not run, instead they came 
after her. She said she then 
shot at them, but did not know 
whether or not she hit them. 

Ella and Joe Sixbey de- 
scribe their pets as “city dogs,” 
not used to the open spaces in 
the township. 

“We lived in Livonia and all 
of the neighbors knew Nicki. 
The gas and electric meter 
readers came into our yard 
and played with the dogs,” he 
said. 

Sixbey said the incident 
raises many questions in his 
mind. 

“First, they say that the dog 
ran at them, but Nicki had bad 
hips that were aggravated by 
an accident. She couldn’t get 
around very well,” Sixbey said. 
‘Tve spent $800 at the animal 
hospital on them, so you know 
I’ve taken care of my dogs.” 

“I think that if they shot 
over the heads of the dogs, 
they would have run away. 
They were afraid of any loud 
noise - even a loud hand clap,” 
the dog owner said. 

“Next, why did they shoot 
the dogs. They had tags on and 
they could have caught them 
and called me,” Sixbey said. 
“One other time, the dog got 
away and was picked up by a 
Sumpter Township police offi- 
cer. He just opened his car 
door and called the dog.” 

Sixbey admits that he was in 
the wrong by allowing the dogs

to get away from his property, 
but believes that shooting the 
dogs was a high price to pay for 
their running away. 

“We had a fire here in No- 
vember, 1993, and the house 
isn’t ready to live in. In the 
meantime, we are living in Be- 
lleville and we come here 
three to five times a day to 
feed and water and walk the 
dogs. We keep them in the ga- 
rage,” Sixbey said. “My wife 
comes by in the day time to 
care for them. During the past 
hot spell, we stayed out here 
with the dogs until 8 or 9 p.m.” 

Sixbey is also puzzled as to 
why he was not notified that 
the dogs had been shot. 

“I called the police on Mon- 
day evening when I found that 
they were missing and I called 
all day Tuesday every two 
hours. Finally, Chief (Clinton) 
Brown told me that the dogs 
had been shot the previous 
night at 7:30,” Sixbey said. 
“Why didn’t they tell us be- 
fore? 

“They said the dogs’ bodies 
were thrown in the dump - like 
garbage. All I’ve got left are 
their bloody collars,” said Six- 
bey. 

The dogs’ owner wonders 
why he wasn’t notified at the 
time of the shootings, and 



questions whether the dogs’ 
bodies may have revealed 
something about the circum- 
stances of their deaths that has 
not been told. 

“I talked to Glenn Bowles 
(Sumpter Township adminis- 
trator) and he said ‘What can 
we do for you? Can we get you 
another dog?’ I just don’t know 
what to say. What I want are my 
dogs back, but I know that isn’t 
possible,” Sixbey said. 

Sumpter police questioned 
about the incident said they 
are “comfortable” about the 
handling of the case, and 
pointed out that there are 
many instances where so- 
called gentle pets become ag- 
gressive. They cite cases when 
family pets have turned on 
their owners as well as 
strangers under unusual cir- 
cumstances.

That morning, however, complications occurred 
leaving the new mother in critical condition on 
life support systems at the University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor.

Because she is self-em- 
ployed as the owner of the 
Westland -based Psychic Con- 
nection, her survival and the 
well-being of her baby rely on 
her ability to generate an in- 
come-something she has not 
done and will not be able to do 
for many months to come. 

To help the well-known 
businesswoman and her baby 
begin their lives together, a 
fund has been established to 


assist with the purchase of in- 
fant necessities. Cash contri- 
butions are being sought to aid 
DeSouza in caring for her 
daughter.

Driver is guilty in child’s death

After his 30-year-old part- 
ner in crime was sentenced to 
life in prison without parole, a 
44-year-old Detroit man was 
convicted of first- degree mur- 
der by an Oakland County jury. 
Oakland County Prosecutor 
Greg Townsend said. 

Calvin Billingslea of Detroit 
and Westland resident Donald 
Joseph Gimotty were con- 
victed in the death of 3-year- 
old Warren resident Nichole 
Thibodeau, who was killed af- 
ter her mother’s car was struck 
by an automobile during a 
high speed chase in July 1993. 


billingslea, who was also 
convicted of retail fraud and 
conspiracy to commit retail 
fraud, faces a maximum sen- 
tence of life in prison. He is 
scheduled to be sentenced 
Julyl3 before Oakland County 
Circuit Judge Fred Mester. 

Gimotty, who was also con- 
victed of the three offenses, in 
addition to fleeing and eluding 
police and felonious driving, 
was arrested when the vehicle 
he was driving ran a red light 
smashing into a vehicle driven 
by Warren resident Lisa Ann 
Sarles. age 35, Oakland County- 
Prosecutor Larry Kozma said. 

Gimotty was attempting to 
elude police during a high- 


speed chase which began in 
Madison Heights after the two 
stole 20 silk dresses from a 
Royal Oak store, Kozma said. 

Police from Madison 
Heights and Royal Oak began 
pursuit of the men at 13 Mile 
and Woodward around 5:47 
p.m., July 25, 1993. The chase 
ended when Gimotty's vehicle, 
which was traveling 65 mph. 
ran a red light at Maple and 
Dequindre in Troy and 
crashed broadside into the vic- 
tim’s car. Kozma said. 

Billingslea has already 
been sentenced to prison 10 
times on 13 different felony 
convictions. Kozma added.

Knasiak said he received no 
return call from the police offi- 
cer and so he called headquar- 
ters again on June 16. 

At that time, Knasiak said, 
he received “static” from a 


person, who “Did not identify 
them self when answering a 
city phone, took excess time in 
answering the phone and 
needed to take repeat informa- 
tion over again.” 

Knasiak wrote, “I, like most 
other citizens, are (sic) trying 
to figure out who some of the 
city employees are suppose to 
be working for, because they 
all have the same excuse ‘I’m 
too busy’.” 

He asked Brown to inform 
his police officers that “I’m too 
busy” is unacceptable and 
should never be used as an ex- 
cuse for not handling a situa- 
tion. 

“Since moving back here in 
1987, I have found that this 


city’s elected officials and em- 
ployees have attitudes toward 
the citizens, which reflects a 
‘Don’t bother me, I’m too busy,’ 
feeling,” Knasiak wrote. 

“Only when an election or 
millage question is on the bal- 
lot, he said, do the incumbents 
become ‘your long lost 
friend’.” 

Knasiak urged Brown to 
eliminate such “good old boy 
philosophies” so that, “when 
you ask voters for additional 
monies to improve your facil- 
ity, they will be at your side 
with their support.” 

Brown could not be reached 
for comment.

“Her (Bruin’s) interpreta- 
tion did not support either law 
firm. She said it should be re- 
leased after you deduct cer- 
tain materials,” Thomas said. 

Thomas will make the ini- 
tial deductions, and with the 
approval of Bruin, the infor- 
mation will be released at the 
first regular meeting in July. 

“I think that would be 
looked upon as censorship,” 
Board Treasurer Patricia 
Brown said.

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

Sec. 1. Costs Recovery for Hazardous/Toxic Material Incidents and 
Hazardous Conditions of Extended Duration 

The Department of Public Safety shall be entitled to recover all costs 
and damages incurred in conjunction with emergency incidents in- 
volving hazardous/toxic materials or hazardous conditions of extended 
duration. Such costs mid damages shall include, but me not limited to, 
wages, salaries* fringe benefits (including health insurance and 
worker's compensation insurance), equipment mid other related cosls, 
those associated with incident abatement, clean-up and mitigation, 
including any related third party costs, which were necessary to ensure 
the safety of the Township, its employees, and its populace. 

Such costs and damages shall be the joint mid several responsibility of 
the owners(s) and/or opcrator(s) of the property, equipment, vehicle or 
container causing or contributing to any emergency incident of haz- 
ardous condition damages shall be paid within 30 days of demand by 
the Dcpmtment of Public Safety unless otherwise approved by the 
Township Board. 

The Township shall have a lien for all unpaid costs mid damages 
incurred by the Department of Public Safety as above-described, and 
may enforce such lien in the manner prescribed by die general laws of 
the State providing for the enforcement of tax liens.

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Timing is everything 

Other than the candidates, their staff members and vet- 
eran politicians, there is not much excitement or anticipa- 
tion focused on the Aug. 2 primary. 

A recent poll revealed that more than 25 percent of 
respondents were not interested in the primary races be- 
cause they are engaged in summer activities. Others rep- 
lied that August does not seem “timely” for a primary 
election. 

During the past 10 years, the percentage of voter turnout 
in Michigan has ranged between 17.8 percent in 1990 and 
20.6 percent in 1986. In 1992, 24.5 percent of the registered 
voters cast their ballots in the August primary. 

Unfortunately, but predictably, the summer months are 
not a time for serious decision making and high level 
negotiations. Although business continues during the sum- 
mer months in both the public and private sectors, we 
often find that weighty matters are postponed until the 
fall. The reason for this is obvious - many people are either 
on vacation or preparing for vacations, some parents are 
busy readying their children for camp or summer pro- 
grams and other individuals are enjoying the short sum- 
mer season with special events and activities. 

And, a more casual attitude prevails during the sum- 
mertime, when the living is easy. During our short summer 
season, our attention is often diverted by activities such as 
golf, vacation travel, baseball games and family activities - 
not politics. 

In many ways, the Aug. 2 primary is an exciting race. 
Four Democrats are battling for a place on the ballot to 
challenge Gov. John Engler, and six Democrats and two 
Republicans are vying for the nominations for the U.S. 
Senate seat. 

Closer to home, four Republicans and three Democrats 
are vying for the seat which will be vacated by retiring U.S. 
Rep. William D. Ford, and several well-known politicians 
in Wayne, Westland, Canton Township and Van Buren 
Township have entered county and state primary races. 

If the primary race were in September - the month that 
youngsters return to school and the traditional vacation 
season ends - there would be more excitement centered 
around the primary race. From time to time, there have 
been discussions about moving the primary election to a 
more “timely” date, but despite the logic behind the sug- 
gestion, no action has been taken. 

Could it possibly be that some of the powers that be 
prefer to take their chances with 25 percent or less of the 
population at the polls? Is there a reason that, despite the 
conversations about boosting the number of primary elec- 
tion voters, a date change which would tend to accomplish 
the goal has not been expedited? 

A quieter celebration 

This week, many area residents will begin preparing for 
the annual Fourth of July celebration. 

Along with the paper plates, plastic spoons, hot dogs 
and apple pies, many will also be preparing to celebrate 
with fireworks. 

Every year, fire department rescue personnel through- 
out the area issue cautions and safety warnings regarding 
the serious harm these explosives can do. They issue hor- 
ror stories of injuries and the losses of limbs and eyes-to 
no avail. Throughout the area, stands and temporary 
stores go up and the devices are sold-without much cau- 
tion or warning. 

We urge those who find it necessary to make loud, offen- 
sive noises and disturb the peaceful celebrations of their 
more grown-up neighbors to exercise great caution with 
these devices and to ensure that they are not used by or 
within the close proximity of children who are, every year, 
left without fingers, eyes and sometimes arms because the 
"grown ups” responsible for safety were not. 

Instead of purchasing illegal and dangerous fireworks 
for Independence Day celebrations, a wiser choice may be 
to attend one or more of the community-sponsored fire- 
works displays in the area. Most western Wayne County 
cities and townships sponsor their own fireworks displays 
with qualified, trained personnel to stage the spectacular 
sky shows - events where safety is first and foremost in the 
sponsors’ priorities.

Health reform 
plan criticized 

To the editor: 

Health reform is on the 
minds of many Americans. The 
idea of every citizen receiving 
health care is appealing. But 
will sacrifices have to be made 
to ensure all American citi- 
zens are included in a national 
health care plan? Will some be 
left out? Are some at risk? Yes. 
the unborn child that was un- 
expected. 

President Clinton’s health 
reform plan and other pro- 
posed plans would provide ev- 
ery Ameiican with a 
guaranteed basic benefits 
package of health services. 
However, included in the basic 
package are so-called repro- 
ductive health services, in- 
cluding abortion. People might 
get their insurance from differ- 
ent providers, but every insur 
ance plan will have to, by law, 
include at least the basic bene- 
fits package. 

Although abortion is legal, 
the number of Americans who 
do not want abortion in a na- 
tional health care plan is stag- 
gering. It was reported in the 
Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, May 18, 1994, 
edition, that 70 percent of 
Americans did not want abor- 
tion included in any national 
health plan even if no extra 
tax or premium were neces- 
sary. Also according to a CBS, 
New York Times poll con- 
ducted in March 1993, 72 per- 
cent of Americans said that 
abortion should not be a part 


of the basic mandated benefits 
package in any health reform 
plan. In addition, a November 
1992, Wirthlin poll found that 
84 percent of Americans op- 
pose the use of abortion as 
birth control. A national 
health care plan which in- 
cludes abortion would encour- 
age the use of abortion in this 
way. 

How would you be paying 
for abortions? Most Americans 
do not know their premium 
funds will be pooled together 
in insurance groups, which 
will then pay for medical ser- 
vices, including abortions. 
Thus, everyone’s premiums 
will go into the combined 
funds that are used to pay for 
abortions. 

Employers will be required 
to pay the cost of premiums for 
their employees, with em- 
ployees paying a small portion. 
For the poor, unemployed, and 
otherwise uninsured, the gov- 
ernment, i.e., the taxpayers, 
will pay the health insurance 
premiums. 

Making abortion part of a 
guaranteed benefits package 
would also require all insur- 
ance groups to provide abor- 
tion services within the area it 
serves. This could result in a 
blooming of abortion clinics 
across Michigan and the 
United States. 

The bottom line is that we 
will all be forced to pay for ev- 
ery single abortion that takes 
place. Let’s say the abortionist 
charged $200 for the abortion 
(many abortionists charge 
more), that would result in 
Americans paying nearly $300 
million yearly on birth control 
for elective abortions. 
Wouldn’t that money be better 
spent in helping people with 
real medical problems. 

Health care in an important 
issue. It is too important to for- 
get about the future citizens of 
America, the unborn. Keep 
abortion out of any national 
health care plan.

State unveils regional grid lineup

Wasting little time, officials of the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association (MHSAA) an- 
nounced regional assignments for the upcom- 
ing high school football season. 

MHSAA officials stressed that the regional 
assignments will not be adjusted for schools 
which add or drop football prior to the begin- 
ning of the 1994-95 school year. 

The new lineups have been approved by the 
MHSAA Executive Committee during an execu- 
tive meeting last month in East Lansing. 

Traditional rivals, such as Wayne Memorial - 
Westland John Glenn; Plymouth-Canton and 
Plymouth-Salem will find themselves listed in 
Region II where there some 85 schools that will 
be competing for the Class AA state title. 

Dearborn Fordson, the defending champ, is 
not in Region II, but the Tractors are in Region 
III where the state powerhouse Detroit Catholic 
Center and the majority of the Detroit high 
schools have been assigned. 

The format to qualify for the pre-regional 
playoffs has not changed, MHSAA officials ad- 
ded. 

“The top four teams in each of the regions 
will advance to a pre district playoff,” noted 
MHSAA official Charlotte Stokes, “and the win- 
ners will advance to the regionals.” 

Belleville, which barely missed making its 
debut in post-season action a year ago, also is 
assigned to Region II which consists of teams 
representing Ann Arbor Huron and Pioneer, 


Battle Creek Central, Benton Harbor, Brighton, 
Garden City, Highland-Milford, Holland West 
Ottawa, Howell, Jackson, Kalamazoo Central, 
Kalamazoo Loy Norrix, Livonia Churchill, 
Franklin and Livonia Stevenson. Walled Lake 
Central also has been assigned to the region, 
which includes high school that have a student 
population between 1360-3191. 

In the meantime, in Class A, there will be 
some 86 high school fighting it out for the state 
crown. In that field is Romulus, which has been 
assigned to Region III where perennial state 
power, Farmington Hills Harrison, will also be 
seeking to qualify. 

In Class B, for schools with student popula- 
tions of 509 to 692, local teams - Robichaud and 
Inkster - have a tough road ahead of them in 
Region IV. Two perennial state “B” powers - 
Detroit Country Day (Birmingham) and King- 
sford - will be major threats. 

However, Robichaud, under the leadership 
of coach Robert Yauck, has made it to the play- 
offs five of the last six years. 

In 1993 - the 19th year where the MHSAA 
used the point-format to qualify teams for the 
state - Dearborn Fordson, under coach Jeff 
Sterglas, captured the AA state title, while 
Farmington Hills Harrison (coach John Her- 
rington) won the Class A title. In BB, East Grand 
Rapids, with coach George Barcheski, finished 
atop of the heap and in Class B, thanks to coach 
Chris Hofer’s guidance, Kingsford finally 
claimed its first title after three unsuccessful 
trips to the Pontiac Silverdome.

Children’s book drive exceeds goal

Earlier this year, when the 
Inkster Literacy Council (ILC) 
and Associated Newspapers be- 
gan a joint program to supply 
books to Head Start children, 
the sponsors established a 
goal of 300 books - one for each 
of the pre-school children en- 
rolled in the program. 

However, the final count re- 
vealed that more than 400 
books were contributed to the 
book drive by the sponsors’ 
staff and readers of the six 
community newspapers.

Robinson said the dona- 
tions will allow each child to 
have a book to bring home for 
the summer and also provide 
dozens of books for the Head 
Start library. 

“By providing the children 
with books for the summer, it 
will boost the importance of 
books in the home. If the chil- 
dren have books and their par- 
ents read to them, it will 
encourage them to read in the 
future. The parents can set the 
tone,” Robinson said. 

She noted that early expo- 
sure to books is important in 
setting a pattern of apprecia- 
tion of reading for youngsters. 
Robinson said. 

Associated Newspapers New 
Editor Joan Dyer-Zinner and 
Tom Mooradian of the Inkster 
Ledger-Star coordinated the 
book drive in the newspaper 
offices in Wayne and Belleville 
and arranged for delivery of 
the 400 books to the ILC head- 
quart* r,.

staff members became inter- 
ested in the project after the 
ILC sponsored a successful 
Christmas book drive, and 
Robinson was quoted as say- 
ing, after she thanked partici- 
pants, “I want to remind 
everyone that this is an ongo- 
ing project and doesn’t end 
when we unwrap our 
Christmas gifts. Please donate 
books. It is a gift that will long 
be remembered.” 

At that point, the staff mem- 
bers contacted Robinson and 
offered the services of the 
newspapers to continue the 
children’s book drive. 

“We were very pleased with 
the response of our readers to 
our request for book dona- 
tions. Both staff members and 


the public were generous with 
their donations of new and 
used books for the children,” 
Dyer- Zinner said. “We believe 
it is important for a community 
newspaper to become involved 
in the projects that benefit its 
readers and its future 
readers.” 

As a result of the ILC pro- 
motion in the Inkster Ledger- 
Star, seven new literacy 
teachers were recruited. 

“The new tutors are Minnie 
Tookes, Thearesa Perry, Ka- 
thaleen Winslow, Corliss Step- 
hens, Lucy Cross, Geraldine 
Watson and Katherine John- 
son,” said Robinson. “After 
they were trained by Wilzetta 
Wiliams, two new tutors began 
to teach immediately.

The gift of reading - the skill 
that opens the door to knowl- 
edge - can be one of the best 
presents that one ever re- 
ceives, and the Inkster Liter- 
acy Council (ILC) is dedicated 
to providing that gift to both 
children and adults.

“Teaching adults to read is 
very gratifying.

We work with 
the individual’s interests to 
help them to read,” Robinson 
said. 

Some individuals contact 
the literacy counci directly, 
while others are referred by 
the Wayne County Regional 
Education Service Agency 
(RESA), she said. 

Adult students are paired 
with trained volunteer tutors 
who work with them during 
the regular school term. At 
time, students and volunteers 
may decide to continue their 
sessions through the summer, 
meeting at the library or other 
public buildings. 

The Inkster Literacy Coun- 
cil is located in the Meek Ca- 
reer and Adult Education 
Building, Parkwood and Inks- 
ter.

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Frisky young Buick needs maturity

Don’t know why, but Buick 
engineers overlooked ride and 
handling characteristics labor 
ing over 1994 Skylark Gran 
Sport design blueprints. 

Before getting your nose out 
of alignment, learn that GM’s 
oldest auto line is as comfort- 
able and eye appealing as any 
vehicle on American roads, it’s 
just that ride, for some odd 
reason, isn’t up to Buick snuff. 

Standard creature comfort 
goodies on the fully loaded 
$20,000 Grand Sport road 
tester read like a list of Who's 
Who, including: a healthy 3.1L 
V-6 (new in ’94) with 155 horses 


and 185 ft. -lbs. of torque, which 
double times surprisingly well 
combined with the super 
smooth automatic four-speed; 
standard ABS and driver air 
bag (all Buicks); power every- 
thing. plus keyless remote, 
plush wide body seats fore and 
aft with plenty of head, leg and 
elbow room, clearcoat paint, a 
36,000-mile warranty, roadside 
assistance and a host of gidgets 
and widgets that have defined 
Buick through David Dunbar’s 
porcelain bathtub stage. 

But without crawling 
around on hands and bony 
knees, it’s tough learning more 
about the mysterious “Gran 
Touring suspension” available 
only on Skylark and Regal edi- 


tions other than standard Mac- 
Pherson struts and “double 
acting” hydraulic shocks. 

Gran Sport also has 16-inch 
Eagle GA overshoes that on 
other Buicks hold the road like 
hot putty. On Gran Sport, how- 
ever, tires dribble on smooth 
asphalt and down right bounce 
on rougher pavement. Other 
drivers have mentioned the 
same curiosity that affects 
handling, particularly at 
higher speeds. Go figure. 

Suspension peccadillos not- 
withstanding, Skylark Gran 
Sport ‘94 is a wonderfully 
handsome car with skin like a 
baby, a dark, cavernous trunk 
and decent mileage in the 30 
mpg neighborhood.
